The Univcr5iiy takes a most serious view of such offences aeainst academic honesty 
as plagiarism, cheating, impersonation. Penalties for dealing with such offences will 

be strictly enforced. 
Plagiarism 

Essentially, plagiarism involves submitting or presenting work in a course as if it 
were the student's own work done expressly for that particular course when, in fact, 
it is not . Most commonly plagiarism exists when: a) the work submitted or presented 
was done, in whole or part, by an individual other than the one submitting or 
presenting [he work, b) parts of the work (e.g. phrases, ideas through paraphrase or 
sentences) are taken from another source without reference to the original author, c) 
ihc whole work (e.g. an essay) is copied from another source, and/or d) a student 
submits or presents a work in one course which has also been submitted or presented 
in another course (although ii may be completely original with thai student) without 
the knowledge or prior agreement of the instructors involved.

Cheating at tests or examinations includes, but is not limited lo, dishonest or 
^fi,.mni,-rt /tith<if>'".t r.tnriiici >;i|ch itK •cncTHni' tn iiihcr candldatcs or communicating 
wiih ihcm under any circumstances whatsoever; bringing inio ihe examinalion room 
any textbook, notebook, or memoranda not authorized by the examiner, or leaving 
answer papers exposed to view, 

Penallics 

A student guilty of academic dishonesty may be subject ol the imposition of one 

or more penaliies. or whieli those listed below shall be exemplary; 

a) assignment of a grade of zero in the assignment test or exam; 

b) assignmeni of a grade of zero in the course in which the offence is commited; 

c) suspension from attendance in all courses in wliich the student is registered at the 
time Ihc offence was committed, and loss of credit for any course or courses which 
have not been completed or in which no grade or final evaluation has been registered 
at the time the offence was committed; 

d) suspension from the Facliy; 
d) expulsion from ihc Faculiy; 

suspension from the University; 
g) expulsion from ihe University, 

Withdrawal from a course will not preclude proceedings in respect of academic 

offences committed in the course, and the right to withdraw may be" refused where 
an academic offence is alleged. 
InstruclorVs Action 

The initial responsibility for punitive action lies with the Instructor, The 
Insiucior may assign a zero for that particular assicnment. test, or exam, or mav 
assign a zero in the course. 

The Instructor will advise the Department Chairman/School Director, of the 
student's faculty, the Registrar, and, in the case of part-time students, the Director 
of the Centre for Continuing Education of the action taken.

T\ii: Dean of the Faculty may exercise his auihoriiy lo suspend or expel the 
siudeni from the FacuUy.

Suspension or Expulsion by Vice-president [Academic] 

I "upon suspending or expelling a student from a Faculty he Dean determines 
r ivat Ihc severe sanction of suspension or expulsion from the University is warranted. 
ucL a rccor^mendaS>n may be made to the Vice-President (Academic) who may 
act to expel or suspend the student from the University. 

1 A* student who is assigned a grade of zero in an assignment , test or examination or 
is assigned a grade of zero in the course may appeal the grade to the appropriate 
Department or School Appeals Committee. 

2 A student who is suspended or expelled from a Faculty may appeal that decision 
lo the appropriate Faculty Appeals Committee (Faculty Council where no formal 
appeals committee exists. 

3. A student who is suspended or expelled from the University may appeal that 
decision to the Senate Committee on Admissions, Promotions and Petitions. 

4. The final appeal in all student petitions shall be the Senate Committee on 
Admissions, Promotions and Fetiiions. 

Transcript Notation _ 

1. The symbold AD (Academic Dishonesty) will be entered in the grade column 
(beside the zero) on the student's academic Transcript and Grade Report for those 
courses in which a final grade of zero is submitted. 

2. notation "suspended (or expelled) from the Faculty (University) for academic 
dishonesty" will be entered on the student's academic Transcript and Grade Report 
upon reccipi"^)f such notice by the Registrar form the Dean or Vice-President 

(Academic). 

3. the symbols RW (Required to Withdraw) will be entered in the grade column on 

ilie student's academic Transcript or Grade Report in the courses in which he/she 
was registered for that session except for the courses in which a "0" was given as a 
penally or which have already been completed a grade assigned. 

4. The record of a student will be cleared of the notation "suspended (or expelled) 
for academic dishonesty" upon readmission to and successful completion of a 
degree programme. The zero grade given because of cheating will remain but the 
symbol AD will be changed to F. The symbols RW will remain as such. 

Readmission 

1 . A student who has been placed under suspension from a Faculty is conditionally 
eligible lo reapply for admission or registration in the same Facuhy at either the end 
of a specified lime or thereafter. 

2. A student under suspension from a Faculty may not apply or be considered for 
readmission to the University in another Faculty until at least after the next regular 
Fall/Winter session has passed. 

3. A student who is expelled from the University is dismissed permanently from the 
University with no right to reappply for admission. 

Note: Suspension does not imply automatic readmission. An interview and 
subsequent positive recommendation from the Dean must satisfy eligibility for 
readmission. □

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The Development of Theatre at Laurentian University 



Extra curricular theatre was formally initiated at Laurentian in 1965 by Dr. S. G. Mullins, then 
President of this university. An English language student dranna group was already working and 
French language theatre had been established through ties with the University of Sudbury and the 
College Sacr6 Coeur. These companies were amalgamated into iroupe universitaire — ijniversity 

Players. 

Bill Hart, in Sudbury as a free-lance director to develop some programs for Cambrian Broad- 
casting (CKSO-TV), assumed responsibility for what was to become the Instructional Media Centre 
at Laurentian, and has subsequently directed over twenty plays on campus. 

Over the past fifteen years of drama development, there have been some highs and lows. Some 
of the. high points have been such productions as Two Gentlemen of Verona: the award winning, 
student written television play; and the association with many outside companies brought in by 
the Players. The most notable of these has been the sponsorship of the Gryphon Theatre, later to 

become the Sudbury Theatre Centre. 

The deepest low was the year when no production was mounted at all (1978-79). However, the 
recent decision of Thorneloe College to take theatre under its wing has created a happy resurgence 
in this short history. The newly formed Theatre Arts Programme has made it possible for students 
to study those elements and aspects of theatre that take the play off the printed page and onto the 

stage. 

In addition, Thorneloe has given continuity to the Players by providing a production budget, 

staff and facilities. The newly erected portable Is the physical focal point for theatrical activities on 
campus. It serves as office, classroom, rehearsal hall, props and costume storage, and above all, 
as the place where people In theatre at Laurentian meet. 

Two Individuals — Stanley Mullins and Bill Hart — initiated theatre productions on campus and 
were instrumental in the development of Thorneloe College's Theatre Arts Programme. Their dedica- 
tion has resulted in an admirable consistency of development of Theatre Arts at Laurentian University.

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Shroom Madness at U Vic Residence 



VICTORIA (CUP) - The kind 
of mushrooms you don't put on 
your steak are the centre of a 
kerfuffle at the University of 
Victoria involving a Mountie, 
long-haired hippies, abusive 
language and the freedom to fry 
your brains on any substance as 
long as' it's natural. 

The affair began Oct. 23 
when senior don Dale Brasnet 
was informed that four U Vic 
students had psychedelic mush- 
rooms in their room in resi- 
dence. "Magic mushrooms", 
which produced a mild'euphoric 
high, grow wild around Victoria 
They are considered "natural 
hallucinogens" and are there- 
fore legal. 

That's what the courts say, 
but that's not what the local 
Saanich police told the dons at 
U Vic. Dons are students elected 
by residence council to enforce 
rules in residence. Brasnet and 
several other dons, under the 
impression thai magic mush- 
rooms are illegal, had two of 
the students, Gerald Fahey and 
Lee Anholt, removed from a 
dance floor for questioning. 

Unfortunately, as Anholt 
admitted, the two had been 
doing a lot of drinking, dope- 
smoking and mushroom-eating 
and they did not react well to 
the questions. In fact, they got 
abusive. 

"The dons got us when we 



were a little loaded," admitted " 
An6It. "They all but told us we 
were kicked out of residence for 
something we thought was 
legal. Of course we (verbally) 
abused them." 

Both students were placed on 



probation for verbally abusing a 
don, and Fahey was also 
fingered for consuming alcohol 
in public. 

Brasiiet then went up to the 
students' rooms with another 
don, Al Black. He asked 



room'ate Kiffa Roberts to turn 

ovet- the mushrooms. 

Roberts claims Brasnet told 

him he "would be thrown out 

of the room if I destroyed the 

mushrooms or wouldn't let the 

dons see them." 
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Brasnet claims he told Rob- 
erts he could destroy or hide the 
mushrooms if he wishedt but if 
so Brasnet would not 'give him 
a I^ter of recommendation 
when ht took the affair to the 

standards committee. 

In both versions, Roberts 
thcA turned over the *shrooms. 

Later that morning, an RCM 
friend of Brasnet's told him 
magic mushroms are indeed 
legal, but advised him not to 
return them to Roberts. 

The Mountie then complied 
With Brasnet's request to des- 
troy the mushrooms, a request 
that Brasnet has no explanation] 
for. 

An Oct. 25 kiss and make up 
meeting between the students 
and the don was not a raging 
success. 

Brasnet refused to apologize 
for taking the mushrooms be 
cause he s^d he acted properly 
given the police information. 
The other dons involved did 
apologize, as did Anholt and 
Fahey for their abusive lang- 
uage. 

But the meeting soon struck 
a sour note, 

'*! think all dons are assholes 
said one student.

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Professors Express Concern over New University 



The announcemenl by Mini- 
ster uf Colleges and Universities 
Dr. B6ite Stephenson, of her 
inlention to restructure the 

North Eastern Ontario higher 
education scene inio a new 
univershy has caused concern to 
groups representing univershy 
professors both provincially 
and nationally. 

The Ontario Confederation 



of University Faculty Asso- 
ciations (OCUFA) and the 
Canadian Association of Uni- 
versity Teachers (CAUT) are 
anxious that the new university 
have the capacity to offer 
adequate university services to 
the francophones of Northern 
Ontario. Both organizations 
"stress ■ that it is extremely 
important the bilingual char- 



acter of the region be recog- 
nized and provided for. 

Both OCUFA and CAUT 
welcome the assurance by the 
Minister and that the university 
colleges affiliated to Laurentian 
University — Hearst, Algoma, 
and Nipissing — will receive 
sufficient financial support to 
operate until the new university 
is founded. In particular, sup- 



port for Hearst , facing a 
particularly severe financial cri- 
sis at the moment, is welcome 
news, 

A Commission of Inquiry set 
up by OCUFA and CAUT to 
look into the Hearst situation 
has presented an interim report 
lb the two organizations. The 
report, while not making speci- 
fic recommendations as yet. 



makes a complete presentation 
of the situation at Hearst and in 
the region. The Booard of 
CAUT received the report Octo- 
ber 30th, 1982, and requested 
the Commission to continue its 
work With a view to developing 
a final report. The Commission 

will be making a presentation to 
the OCUFA Board November
